Occasional Papers — Ijettera from the 
Bishop of British Columbia to Com- 
missary Oarrett, London. 

INTItODUCTICN. 

The Commissary, to wliom the Oishop of 
Columbia eiitrusleil the chief privile.^e ami 
responsibility of sustaining ami exteiuling 
the sympathy and support requireil by the 
.Mission from tlie Chiircii at lioirie, feels it 
iiuces«ary ami extremely desirable to circu- 
late as widely as possible the information 
'>vhich has been supplied by the Bishop 
■since his arrival in the colony. It is earnesi- 
Uy hoped that ihe thrilling accounts given in 
thi-^ letters contained in lliis paper will strike 
■a livini! chord in the hearts ol Chri.^tian peo- 
■ iple, and secure that degree of attention, in 
itlie midrtt of other works of interest in ihe 
[present stirring times, vvhirh will cause 
■those devoted men who are now pledged lo 
and iin;{aged in ihia Hr««« w«flc lo be r«- 
■jT.Bniberecl and upheld. The maps here 
nijpplicd will explain the remarkable posi- 
tion in the worlil ol this youngest dauuhier 
of oreat Briiaiii, sii rapidly as.siirning an 
auiouiit ol .^IrLMiglli and inlliierice which 
must soon be fell in either grief or joy ; they 
'vvill also show the principal places in ihe 
tvast diocese for which clergymen are imme- 
diately rfl(|uir(nl. 

In orilt-r lo slreiigthfin the public confi- 
I'.ciire in ihe manifest duly of giving assist- 
ance to iliis Mission, a b.-ief account of the 
liishop's voyage lo Columbia will be valua- 
ble, from the strongly marked instances of 
.-pecial favor and prutectipn which were ex- 
tended lo him by Divine Providence. Ii 
may, indeed, be surely lelt thai no mission- 
ary who ever li'lt hi-i native coinitry \vas 
iiniiie tenderly guarded, or mure evidently 
^preserved for hta work, by the gracious an 1 
mercirul Spirit in whose service he went 
forth. And when this great trulli is realizeil, 
that the Mission is not only inlere.-iting and 
|)iai'li('iil in its nature and (ir^iiiii/ation,_ t)ul 
also marked by the special apjuoval of Al- 
mighty (iod, no doubt can he eiitcrlained of 
the steady sympathy, and enduring sup|iori 
jt will receive. May its standing in the 
•very centre of the world, and its embraci ig 
a field of missionary operation iii which re- 
;j)reseiit;itives of Europe, Asia, Alrica and 
America are liecomiiig congregated, arouse 
(he .spirit ot Gieat Britfiin to a due appreoia- 
liori of its pressing 'and paramount claims 
for prompt and generous anslstanoe. 
IllSIIOf's voyAOE. 

Tho llislmp sailed from Southamiitun on 
till' 17th iVovcniber, Ih'S'.l, in tlii! West In- 
dian miiil-sleanier l;i)niid to St. Thomas. 
When in the uiidst of the Atlaiilie, ii In iindi 
of tlio groat storm iu which the Jloyal Cha-- 
ter was wrecked fell upon the vessel. Tlx; 
fury <d' the winds iinil the violence oi' the 
waves beat so heavily, that the rudder-chain 
was broken, and one of tho boats was Htov(! ! 
in. For nimty miles llio steamer was tossed 
nhout upon tho waters, perfectly btiyoml any 
specicH of human control. In the wecmcrt of 
siifForiug and distress which siekness ami 
terror caused amongst tho passoiigers, the 
Bishop of Columbia was preserved from the 
sliglitost injury, and enabltiil to jiervadf! the 
ox. itol people with the ealm and eoimoling 
miaistrationH which pointed lo the One great 
H lek of safety, and wliieh strengthened 
them with the An<dior whieli was both sure 
ni. l steiidfatil. The atliicliiiig (d" another 
rudder-chain brought the whip agiiiii under 
iiinn's (iireotiou, and, witli man; tbuliiiKS of 
|jiat'tii(lo, all rooched the wishod'for ialoDd 
an safoty. 

After a short dfllav Ihoy embarked in the 
.S'llcnt to cross tho Cnrrlbnoan soa ; in a few 

Ii lUrH that fearful diHeasi", the yellow fever, 
b.'oko nut niniiiif^Ht llie [inshengiTH, and 
<|uiokly spread from one eahin to another, 
luyinU proHtrnlo a large iiiinilier of those oil 
boili'd. 'I'ho vieliin on wlnun il fidl with 
P^'i^hIkhI severity was Ihe Hurceon of the ship, 
(i .iH depriving lliORO aiHiotOil of the medii nl 
a' •isUiiieo ho much neodod ot tliut painful 
tluio. Ill ttll that noeiieof iUuou nud uluriii, 
'^Hii DiiUop wM'merolAilljr ipared fnm (ho 



slightest sufFering, and was enabled to sup- 
ply spiritual comfort to tho sick, in which 
exercise of his ministry he attended the sur- 
geon in his last moments, and after perform- 
ing the Burial Service at his funeral, Jiad 
the melancholy pleasure of writing, to give 
iidormatioa to tho mothei? who wraa bo- 
raoved.' 

' - A journey by railwajr oyer the Isthmus of 
Panama, and a voyage by steamer up the 
Pacific Ocean, brought him to San Franciaco 
on the 26th of December. Nothing could 
exceed tho kiudncss and hospitality which 
were pressed upon him by the Bishop of 
California, the American Admiral, and 
many friopds of influence and station in that 
place. Ho was particularly requested to 
stay with them for a little, at least until tho 
regular steamer should proceed. Manj' 
causes conspired to induce him to halt, where 
he not only received tho utmost mark.s of 
esteem, but also much valuable information 
concorning people very similar to those 
amongst whom ho was about to labor ; but 
in his earnest desire to reach his diocese, he 
resolved to press forward in an express 
stcaiucr, which was fieickly going on to Van- 
couver, and he was favored to reach the cnl- 
nny in safety ; whereas the vessel which fol- 
lowed was wrecked on the coast, and half 
the passengers wore drowneil, the remainder 
only escaping willi their lives. Thus was 
the Divine protection crowired' by- a signal 
instance of special interposition. In relating 
this circumstanee the Bishop says: — 

'' It pleaseil God by a remarkable provi- 
dence lo prevent my passage in tho N'orlh- 
orner. I should have been in that ill-fated 
vessel had I booked through, which all oth- 
ers did, anil which 1 intended lo do; or had 
there not been'a delay in the mails at Sun 
Francisco : or had I listened lo pressing in- 
vilalioiis from liishop Kipp and others to 
wail a few days. The Northerner was 
wrecked between Francisco and Victoria, 
and ampngajU therpassengers lost was poor 
Mr. Blo'mfield, s«in of the lale 'Bishop of 
London. I now see a merciful Providence 
ordering rny way for me. I look upon my- 
self as one of the survivors from the wreck, 
and trust 1 may from this mercy arise lo 
greater devoteilness in my Divine Master's 
service. I must over thankfully remember

ARRIVAI, OK TIIK UISIIOP. 

ViivrojtiA, V. I , January l.'J, 18()0. 
1 arrived here on the fith ol .lanuary— the 
Epiphany of Lord— may rny humble elforls 
be iiulecd for the maiiii'eslalion of Christ to 
the varied people in this interesting land. 

The only delay was occasioneil by luir 
bei.ng sloppeil by "fog in the Culiiinbia River, 
anil by a rough bar which could not be 
crossed for twelve hours. The steamer 
Pacific, on voyage from Francisco, goes u |) 
this river about one hundred' miles, lo Fori- 
land. We slopped two days short of thai 
place, at St. Helens, a small village, bul 
once ex(U'eteil in bf a great point for Irallic. 
I wiMit on sliiire, anil calL il on tlie Methodist 
Episcopal nnnisl(T,--theie isa pielty cliiiicli. 
He lives here, and lakes aeiri-uil, preaching 
only once a moillli al Si. Melons. Ha gave 
a poor acconiit of the people. Openscolfers 
abound. 1 asked il he gave lectures on 
week-ilavs. No use, he said, try. He is 

intelligent, — of our Scripiuie .'eader class, 
—his pay is about .£100, out of which he 
keeps a horse. Every year, ot two years, 
he is shifted. 

.At the ininiih of the river is Astoria, known 
lo fame by Wa>liiiigion living's book ; about 
■101) people live there. There i-; no ininislcr 
of any son ; a .Melhodisl resiileil fn about 
a year and then left, no one has come sim e. 
There is only one man a communicani of 
anv denomination, and five women, out of 
tlie 1(1(1 ! 'I'lie mass are open inhdels ! This 
is a specimen, 1 believo, of many rnial 
places in America,— how difrerenl from our 
liaroehial system! We see, too, the evil of 
an ill-eduealeil class of ministers ; especial- 
ly when ihey stand alone, tho slirewd- 
heailed despise religion,— SOoffors abound. 

Esipiiinalt harbor is beautifully placed, 
most snug and safe from all weather. Il 
was refreshing to see lour lirilish meii-of- 
i war al anchor. Hoats came instantly (roiii 
the Qansea and Satellite', with offers of at- 
tention from Captain Prevost and Admiral 
Hayiies. iMr. Diiiidas, one of our special 
missionaries, also mjou apiicaied, ;inil inforill- 
eil me he had secured a lodging al Victoria. 
To this liiUer plaoo wa set olf lo walk ; il is 
iliree miles, — such a road ! that I'loiii Hala- 
clava 10 Ihe camp was nothiiiB to it. 1 had 
on high jaek-boot«, and so did not mind ; 
though the mud was sometimes knee deep. 
In this plight 1 entered ViiMoria. My lirst 
visit was to the (Joveriior. My hmisti is a 
wooden one, — small, but enough, The door 
at which people knock is the ono of Ihe 
room I sit in,— Ihero is no " hall" or pas- 
sage." So I open Ihe door myself 

Victoria must be, I Ihiiik, llie luost lovely 
and beaiilifiilly situated place in the world. 
I never saw aiiyihiiig before like il. In the 
Miininer it inu.si be exi|ninile. 1 was agree- 
ably struck with it ullugullior ; thuru Is uvery 
sort of scenery. Subliinu inuuntains, iiluuid 
sea, noble forest trees, undulating parlc-liku 
ghidoM, inlersperseil wilh veiiorahle oaks, 
inland lakiis and rivors ahonniliiig wiili lir.h, 
Tilu uliniulu is thuiuuglily Kngluli— u hlilu 
mildor. It il utoniihing lu see \l\t rkpldiiy 



with which t:ie place grows. The houses 
at present are chiefly of wood, but can be 
made rory comfortable and picturesque, 
They run up with g\0M, speed, and 
sometimes run along ! for it f» not uncom- 
mon to meet a house proceedi.ig. down (he 
street to somfe other location ! The shops 
are ejtcellent : there is nothing, no luxury, 
no comfort, which you cantiot procure. 
Some things are dearer than in England, 
others cheaper; the former, however, pre- 
dominate. Servants and house rent are the 
greatest expense. Very good beef and 
mutton at lOd. per pound ; butter, 28. ; tlour, 
and potatoes, very good, same price as in 
England; tea, 2s.; sugar, 4d. and Gd.; 
wearing apparel expensive ; but in a little 
time longer, I expect the increasing trade 
will introduce supplies, and render it possi- 
ble to live here as cheaply as in England. 
There are discomforts incidental to an eprly 
stage of a gold colony, such as difficulty in 
getting servants, ano having to labor with 
one's own hands. This presses most i^pon 
ladies. There are a good many ple^ant 
people, a great scarcity of ladies, bpt a 
sprinkling of them even. On the whole I 
was surprised lo see the size and rapid 
growth of the town. There are some thou- 
sands of people who are puttinp up hQiises. 
every day. It will be a large city ere a few 
years are over. ' 

THE sATVKK'jor^rawiy'onT^. j 
How important is our worki The Church 
of England here is in a feeble state. Had 
it been left long so, it would almost have 
been trampled out. Mr. Ctidge, Chaplain 
under the Hudsoirs Bay Company, the only 
Clergyman, previous lo the endowment of 
this Bishopric, is an excellent good man, 
but has been burdened overmuch with work. 
Conseiiuenlly, Dissenting Chapels are rising 
up; There is a Methodist Church, eccle.'^i- 
astical, with a lower and spire, nearly com- 
pleted, built, I understand mainlv by the 
subscriptions of Church people I There are 
also two other Chapels, being the fruits of a 
split already between two Coiigregalioiial- 
isis. There is a Roman Catholic Church, 
wilh a bishop, priests, and nuns. All these 
are of wood. Christ Church, our own, staiuis 
nobly m a site which one day may be oc- 
cupied by_JUXalh«il»al- Tlii. -al«o ia of 
wood. It oai|Hil*J**bout 400. So my iron 
church will ooine at Ihe most fortunate mo- 
tiieiit, before our people are drawn away, 
hikI we shall be prepared for'the influx of 
people in tho spring. I shall work this my- 
self for a while, and superinleiKL the supply 
of all the wants of the town and nei;,'tibor- 
hooJ. Whether my residence will be here 
permanently or not I cannot say. There 
IH no use having any man out here who is 
not an eliective preacher; better without 
him unless so gifted. The class of meri re- 
quired are those of forcible character, gifted 
in the same way ; each one must also be, 
without mistake, an earnest man, a soul- 
loviiig man. Too many, ales! seek ihe 
colonies because ihey do not gel on in Eng- 
lariil. They have much less prospect of 
getting on here. The class alliacted as cid- 
oiiisls lu a country like this is renun kahlii 
for shrewilries and special ab'lities. I'he 
congregation I am preaching to every Sun- 
day here contains a larger proportion of 
shrewd, thinking, intelligent, educated geu- 
llemeii than any in England out of London. 
Il is a remarkable sight ; five-sixths are 
men. The I'bnrcli hold.s 4(10 and is quite 
full, If llie proper |)roportions of women 
and children were filled up, il would he ut- 
terly too small. I am <most thankful that 
we are here so early in Ihe field. I trust we 
may, by a faithful exhibition of ihe truth as 
it is ill Jfsns, diaw hearts and win souls to 
Clirist ; and so become rooted in the best 
ullections of the people.

Public Jobbery. 

(Jipveriiment conlnicts everywhere are a 
Iniiiful source of pooulntion. Men who 
■.vould scorn to take undue advantage in a 
private transaction, often hold it harmless to 
rob the stale; or consider it a fair subject to 
plunder. Under cloak of furnishing public 
supplies some of the most nefarious jobs 
have been petpelrated. Tliis need not be 
necessarily so ; there is nothing to cause it 
to be 80, except corruption on the part of 
poverwment agents. VVera they proof against 
shares in a piece of jobbery, all supplies 
would be furnished at the most reasonable 
lates, no matter what scheming contractors 
or purveyors may be inclined to do. It is 
honesty, then, in the agents of government 
that is required in order to escape the plun- 
dering of the treasury. Secure capable, hon- 
est officiiils— men who will not either directly 
or indirectly be a party to jobbery, and then 
you insure an economical expenditure of the 
public funds. Even this colony— small ns 
it is, young as it is— has suffered materially 
from jobbery. Take the rate at which the 
Police Department bus been supplied; com- 
pare it with the rate at which it is now sup- 
plied; and the defective management of 
that department is apparent. Take the gov- 
ernment printing. It has been done 20 per 
cent, higher— even higher than that rate; 
and iali.! because of the underhand, unfair 
niannef in which it has been managed. The 
recent developments in the Caiy-Nias case 
point directly to a state of iliings adverse 
to public economy, if not to public honesty. 
Here we find a public oiric-ial allied with a 
press. He, according to Nias' testimony, 
agreed to furnish two leaders and the re- 
ports of the Assembly each week. What 
must have been the feelings of Mr. Crease 
*w]ben he discovered ' that the leader of the 
-government in the Assembly ua» charged 
with an agreement to furnish two leaders 
each week, wiili the legislative reports? Il 
is difficult to imagine how lie who oppo.sed 
editors being members of Assembly, could 
restrain his anger at such a prolanaiicn o! 
the Representative Cliamber. Acting as 
counsellor in the case, we can excuse ; but 
if he docs not, in his place as a public man, 
denounce what he has piiblic^ly opposed, he 
must necessarily test under the brand of in- 
consisi.Micy ! Leaders and reports for a 
press that extracted 20 per ooDt. more for 
public printmg than it could be had for! Is 
this the kind of stuff we expect in our 
statesnien? Is this the kind of economy 
that we are to deceive as public economy ' 
A oonoern Is to be bolstered up at the |)iib- 
lio expense, to support another rotten l on- 
oern ? Even the lecent developomenis, the 
more they are stirred the more offensive is 
the effluvia. And allied willi such, welind 
the minisler of the Crown ; ai,d not only 
him, but the very heads of governm.Mrt . All 
combined lo support ii nreru'enary pre>s at a 
large and unnecessary expense l.. iho Sl.ilo. 
And shall we not say for mercenary purpo- 
H,.s ! l.(>ok at the naked facts. Are we to 
allow such combinations lo go unwhipped of 
justii;.! ! Or are we to bend our necks to 
the yokel Are we to Inbot and toil but to 
be plundered ? Or shall we not Insist on an 
.open and fair, and above-boaid dlsboiseraoni 
of the public revenue ? An honest compe- 
tition for supplying the public service ? Let 
jobbers hereafter be marked men. Let the 
public frown down pilferers from the 
public treasury. Let a new era, . hnracier- 
Ma(l.by publtQ viftue, be inaugutalud,— and 
an end ba put to public jobbery.

!nie Cary>Xnu Affair— Disoharge of the 
Prisoner. 

Chief Justice Cameron, sitting as Judge 
of the Court of Chancery, yesterday gave a 
decision in the vvali-kDovvn Cary-Nias alfair. 

His lordship, in rendering his dooision, 
said : On Monday a motion was made by 
Mr. King, on behalf of Mr. Nias, that the 
\vrit of ne exeat be sat aside, and tho plain- 
lilTbe ordered to pay the costs of tlie writ. 
The application was supported-by an affida- 
vit from Nias denying the allegations of the 
plaintiff in the writ, and staling that tho 
amount of property held was more than 
enough to pay plaintiff's claim. The writ 
of nc exeat was issued by the plaintiff for the 
purpose of. procuring security that tiie do- 
fendant will not leave the country; it must 
. be shown that the debt is in daiigei'. Secu- 
rity to plaintiff for the debt is the pith of 
what is wanted. As the writ is issued on 
an ex parte statement, all the Judge can do 
is to see that a good yrima facie case is made 
■out. After liearing the able arguments and 
the afiidavits filed on either side, it is now 
for me to determine whether the writ shall 
be maintained or discharged. The writ was 
issued on the affidavit of the plaititiff an 
K. H. King. [His lordship here reviewed 
the complaints published by us on Tiiesday.] 
Upon the allegations of the plaintiff and'tlio 
:iffidavil of Mr. King, the writ of nc e.rcai 
was issued, and it is on an application for 
discharge of naid writ that defendant coine.s 
up and asks to be discharged. A partner 
may get a writ of nc exeat against liis co 
partner as against any other person. There 
is, however, a second affidavit on file in this 
case, which puts a now construction i)j)on 
the matter, The fiist allegation in the alii- 
davit says that upon the day Win. Culvor- 
well took possession of the materials of the 
office, Nias attempted to dispose of the 
same, while it was already in the possession 
of this Court; and the writ of injunction 
asks that Nias may be restrained from sell- 
ing the said property. Now, the question is, 
whether the plaintiff can come up and ask 
for a writ of ne exeat, after taking possession 
of the property under a writ of injunclion. 
The two writs [according to a case in point 
which his lordship quoted] may be issued 
at one and the same time; but if you serve 
ihein both, yon do so at your own pei-il. 
The property of the prisoner is already in tlie 
possession of this Court, and a receiver ap- 
jiointed. His lordship concluded, that in 
•t^onseiiuence of both wiits having been 
^erveLl. he should order the discharge of the 
jnisoner on the writ of ne exeat, 

Mr. Ring asked that the discharge might 
■<;arry costs with it. 

Mr. Crease, lor the plaintiff, claimed that 
<here were suflioient grounds fori: the coin- 
l)lainl, and that consequently the discharge 
could not carry costs u itli it. 

His lord.sliip replied tliiit it was an iiiva- 
t.'able rnslorn ttiat the discharge should carry 
costs with It — and he sliould no onler.
